j.cm hp claims to have become enlightened at the 
age of 21. After a claimed career as a professor of Philosophy 
in India, he took to independent teaching about 1966 and acquired 
^a^ollowing. Establishing headquarters in Bombay, he founded the 
/f(jeevan Jagriti Kendra," an ostensibly charitable foundation for 
/the propagation ' of' his teachings in 1969. 

It is said that under the guidance of a gifted disciple, 

Ma Yoga Laxmi, also known as Laxmi Thakarsi Kuruwa, he moved to 
Poona, India, in 1974 with seven disciples and $100,000. In 
1976, the name of the organization was changed to the Rajneesh /\f\ 
Foundation, which claimed to continue the "charitable" activities

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of the older organization. During this approximate time period 
Rajneesh awarded himself the title "Bhagwan", meaning "Sir God", 
an unprecedented act in a country populated by gurus or "God-Men" 
Inasmuch as Rajneesh prided himself from youth on his ability 
to shock those around him, this and similar pronouncements 
earned him distinct unpopularity in his own country. Rajneesh 
early on sensed that the seeking youth of the west offered him 
more remuneration than traditional avenues, and with the 
arrival of westerners acquainted with "Esalen-type" group 
therapies, constructed a synthesis of Hindu philosophies and 
values and these largely experimental "therapies". The result 
was to draw large numbers of young, disaffected westerners, many 
of them educated white collar workers, to his "Ashram" at Poona. 


Rajneesh, under the urging of Laxmi, sought to gather — 
discip^^s under the name of ^Neo-Sannyasins" . -Tr aditionally, the 
term^ Jreannva s.in " _ tn India mWaht an~ascertic individual who had 
giv<^nup' al'T'^wbrldly things in search of higher spiritual values. 
Rajneesh amended this and stated that all things should be enjoyed. 
His Sannyasins are enjoined to surrender totally to him, accept a 
new name, wear his photograph on a "Mala" or necklace at all times, 
wear only orange, and use one of his meditations for one hour a day 


Rajneesh drew his disciples from western Europe and 
the United States (U.S.) prior to his moving his operation to the 
U.S. in June, 1981. His lectures were attended by as high as 
2,000 to 3,000 a day. The transcribed "lectures are claimed to have 
been published in some 365 books. He claims to have offered some 6( 
varieties of "therapies" at Poona, some of which were notable for 
their lack of controls and violence. There have been reliable 
reports of broken bones, rapes, and suicides associated with these. 
After the Jonestown massacre, the Rajneesh Foundation claimed to 
have moderated these activities, but it does not appear that that, 
in fact, occurred. Numerous reports .exist of Poona "therapies" 
precipitating mental commitments ♦ ( ~4z)\A 


The Poona Ashram, attracting as it did, numerous "lost" 
westerners, hosted and aggravated further difficulties. Drug use 
was common, and smuggling of drugs both into and out of India 
apparently was done, with some indications that the foundation 
aided and abetted it. Prostitution was similarly promoted at 
least tacitly as a means of raising revenue for the Ashram. 
Immigration overstays were endemic and fraud marriages to common- 
wealth citizens for immigration purposes very common. Ashram 
suicides were allegedly concealed, and there is some indication 
that one and possibly two murders occurred there. Similar allega- 
tions exist of Ashram attempts at bribery, intimidation, extortion, 
and the staging of fake incidents. Most of these allegations have 
been corroborated. A/ \ (j^ 
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Through the conversion of the Ashram into a literal 
workshop operating on free labor and the enthusiastic solitication 
of funds, the Rajneesh Foundation has amassed a substantial 
amount of money. ) f A 


In early 1981, the foundation apparently made a 
decision to seek greener pastures. The Indian government, 
hostile to Rajneesh, had begun efforts to revoke the Rajneesh 
Foundation ' s tax exempt status , the Ashram had outgrown its 
space, and it is believed that the U.S. with its first 
amendment protections and tax laws offered more promise. 



It is thought that Rajneesh' s health problems, real 
or imagined, offered what appeared to be an opportunity for him 
to gain entry into the U.S. Once in the U.S., the foundation 
then petitioned for him as a third preference religious teacher 
in spite of the fact that over the years Rajneesh had harshly 
condemned all religions. Similarly, hundreds of his Sannyasins, 
once in the U.S., married to remain here in spit^gdj, Rajneesh' s 
invectives against the institution of marriage. 




The same basic patterns of activity that characterized 
the Rajneesh Foundation's activities in India appear to be manifesting 
themselves in the U.S., and, indeed, many of the same key members 
are active in the U.S. There have, however, been significant 
defections from the organization in the past year.

In researching the statements of Rajneesh, a case 
can be made that Rajneesh is attempting to experiment with 
suitably pliant persons in an attempt to develop what he calls 
the superconscious man, and that he is seeking an environment he 
can totally control to carry out these experiments. He has said 
as much himself, and there is no reason to disbelieve him. 
Authorities in the field have characterized the Rajneesh Foundation 
as a "destructive cult", and stress that it has the potential 
for self-destruction in the Jonestown fashion.. It is significant 
that one of the first structures planned at "Rajneeshpuram" was a 
crematorium, and that the Rajneesh himself apparently has a fascina- 
tion with death. At least four prominent disciples have indicated 
that they would kill themselves or others for him. /d/J (J 
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In the summer of 1981, RFI purchased a 64,000 
acre ranch in Central Oregon for six million dollars. Thus far, 
they have invested about $40 million into the construction 
of their new Rajneeshpuram city or commune and continue to 
invest about one million dollars per month. The various 
barriers that stood in the way of their development were 
slowly torn down by their cadre of Sannyasin attorneys who 
work for nothing. The sleepy village of Antelope, Oregon, 
resisted but eventually crumbled. Of the 26 original dwellings, 

13 have sold and six are for sale. Since the November elections, 
the mayor and city council of Antelope are all Sannyasins. 

A similar event took place in Laguna Beach, California, where 
Sannyasins slowly infiltrated the Church of Religious Science. 
Ultimately Sannyasins controlled the church and the original 
founders were left with a doctrine completely alien to them. 

The church and property were valued at $13 million. 

In November, 1981, RFI filed a third preference visa 
petition in behalf of Bhagwan. They simultaneously sought a 
Labor Certification as a religious teacher. At the same time, 
Bhagwan filed his application for' status as a permanent resident. 

On December 21, 1982, both of these applications were denied, 
however, on January 11, 1983, both were reopened by the USINS to 
avoid any possible violation. There are now 13 attorneys associated 
with, or representing Bhagwan. The Bhagwan is being denied entry 
on the basis that he entered the U.S. as a tourist with the pre- 
conceived notion to remain. He is a tourist that has overstayed.- 
There is high probability of fraud in Ranjeesh's initial entry to 
the U.S. It is further believed there are from three vt$> ,five 
hundred, if not more, fraud marriages in this group.

RFI maintains that their membership is 40 percent 
American. It is believed that this is closer to 20 percent. 
According to the American Consulate in Bombay, there was never more 
that 300 to 400 U.S. citizens in Poona at any given time. /SaI 


At any rate, alien membership far out numbers U.S. 
membership, perhaps by as much as ten to one. It is the natural 
desire of each Sannyasin to be with or near his Master. To do so, 
however, nine out of ten have to figure out some way to enter 
the U.S. It is not known how many Sannyasins entered the country 
about the same tiipe^s^ Bhagwan, but it is obvious that several 
hundred did so. 
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Bhagwan has long predicted a "new commune" where 
thousands of Sannyasins can live in his presence. It is obvious 
that Rajneeshpuram in Central Oregon is this commune. Bhagwan 
now seems content to meditate by his pool, or take his daily 
two hour drive in one of his 25 Rolls Royces while his Sannyasins 
work 12 hour days building his city. The INS seems to be the 
only remaining obstacle in his path. It is doubtful that any 
applicant for permanent residence has ever drawn as much media 
attention or public opposition. This could only be natural as 
Bhagwan advocates the distruction of the family and of all 
organized religions . / J\j^ 

The annual festival is being held June 1, 1983, 
through July 15, 1983, at Rajneeshpuram city in Eastern Oregon. 
Fifteen thousand Sannyasins are expected to attend at a cost to 
the Sannyasins, exclusive of transportation, of $450 per week or 
$3,000 for a 90 day stay. If they are chosen to remain at the 
city, they are expected to give of ah. their worldly goods and 
work 12 hours each day without pay. 


As of January 23, 1983, the country of India, Income 
Tax Appellate Tribunal, Bombay, India, ruled that the RFI was not a 
charity, was not a religion, nor an educational foundation by 
India's standards and, as such, was vdenying their tax free status 
(there are allowances for appeal) . 

There are not, as of June, 1983, any criminal convic- 
tions of Sannyasins in the U.S. that can be shown to have links 
with the RFI. There are, however, numerous investigations being 
conducted by USINS on immigration marriage frauds as well as drug 
and currency violation investigations by other agencies in the U.S. 

It is noted that as of June 27, 1983, two Sannyasins and an accomplice 
were arrested in Bombay, India, for the illegal transfer of huge 
amounts of donations received in India and transferred to the 
RFI headquarters in the U.S. They are presently being held without 
bond. (XjU^ 


The real estate holdings in Oregon are growing. In 
addition to the 65,0 00 acre city in Eastern Oregon, the group 
purchased a small hotel in Portland, the major city in Oregon, 
currently operates at various other locations in the city a 
restaurant, a restaurant/disco, and a bakery, all catering to 
the general public. It further appears they have targeted the 
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city of Molalla, a small farming community adjacent to 
Portland, where they purchased a 1,000 acre farm as well as 
commercial property in the city. They are currently 
negotiating for additional farm land in Mulino, Oregon, another 
rural area adjacent to Portland. / 

The RFI currently owns and operates a fleet of 
five aircraft, consisting of a Convair, two DC-3's, a new 12- 
passenger Britten Islander, and a new 14-passenger Mitsubishi, 
the latter two being STOL aircraft. They operate primarily 
from the Portland International Airport and the ranch in Eastern 
Oregon which has two recently constructed 4,500 foot runways 
with attendant hangars under construction. They have two full 
time pilots, one an Indian and the other a South African, and 
a part time pilot from a major U.S. air carrier. These aircraft 
are frequently cleared by U.S. Customs for flights between the U.S. 
and Vancouver, British Columbia, Canada. The RFI has applied 
and been denied permission to establish a travel agency charter 
flight operation. feLJlt 

To assess the potential of the Rajneesh group, you 
must consider that there are 79 Ashrams or centers in the U.S. 
alone. The group claims a membership of 250,000 to 300,000 
worldwide, however, this is felt to be a cumulative figure 
since its inception. Source information places the worldwide 
membership at 50,000 to 60,000.

This is to confirm a telephone conversa tion between 
Supervisory Special Agent (SSA) I I and Mr. Cary 

Copeland on November 6, 1985. • The conversation centered on a 
letter dated October 28, 1985, to Attorney General Meese from 
U. S. Congressman Robert F. Smith of Oregon, in which Congressman 
Smith voiced concern over ’’leaks" to the press and others during 
Federal proceedings against Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh and several of 
his followers. 
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Mr. Copeland was advised that the alleged disclosures 
pertain to an Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) case, 
and INS is currently considering investigation of the matter. 
The FBI has offered its full support and assistance if INS 
| ( undertakes such an investigation. 

Mr. Copeland stated that he would inform Congressman

In July, 1981, the Chidvillas Rajneesh Meditation 
Center, incorporated in New Jersey, in 1977, as a religious 
tax exempt organization, led by a guru-type leader known as 
Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh, purchased the Big Muddy Ranch in 
Central Oregon, for a reported six to seven million dollars. 

The ranch, 64,229 acres of which 50,000 acres lies in Jefferson 
County and 14,229 in Wasco County, was immediately occupied 
by about 50 members of the organization and renamed Ra jneeshpuram. 

An additional 17,000 acres is under lease from the Bureau of Land 
Management . 

The organization also purchased property and businesses 
in the small nearby city of Antelope, population 40. Residents 
of Antelope attempted in April, 1982, to dis-incorporate the city 
but failed when the Rajneesh met voter requirements with sufficient 
numbers to retain the city. 

On September 18, 1984, the residents of Antelope, the 
majority of whom are now Rajneesh, voted to change the name of 
the town to Rajneesh. 

An estimated 1,500 Rajneeshes reside, with their 
leader, at the Rajneesh Neo-Sannyas International Commune located 
at Ra jneeshpuram, Oregon, a city which the Rajneeshes incorporated 
in 1983. The Oregon State Attorney General has challenged the 
validity of the incorporation and that issue is currently pending 
in state court. This contested city is located a few miles from 
the city of Rajneesh, formerly Antelope. 

Beginning in early September, 1984, the Rajneesh 
announced a program of importing "street people" from several 
major cities to "the ranch". Current estimates from law enforcement 
and public reports indicate there are approximately 1,000 "street 
people" residing at Rajneesh. 


Housing construction is underway in Rajneesh and a 
prefabricated housing unit called a "man camp" has been purchased.

Since establishing themselves in Oregon, the Rajneeshes 
have drawn extensive media coverage and the recent importing of 
"street people" has significantly heightened tension between the 
Rajneeshes, local citizenry, and state governmental agencies. 

Media reports and statements by local officials reflect 
a perception that the Rajneeshes have brought the "street people" 
to Oregon, merely to have them register as Oregon voters so they 
can vote in the forthcoming general election. Historically, 
votes cast by the Rajneesh community in previous elections have 
been almost entirely unanimous votes for candidates and ballot 
measures . 


Should large numbers of votes be cast in Wasco County, 
Oregon, in block fashion, state election officials believe it 
could influence the outcome of the local election. 

Oregon state election laws require a potential voter 
to certify they have resided in Oregon, 20 days prior to the 
date of an election. One may register to vote by mail if the 
registration card is received by the County Clerk 20 days prior 
to the election. With regard to the forthcoming November 6, 1984, 
general election, Oregonians registering to vote by mail have to 
have their registration card to their respective County Clerk by 
October 17, 1984. 

If this is not done, the person may register in person 
at the County Clerk's office. This latter process can even be 
done on election day thus allowing someone to register and vote 
on November 6, 1984. 

The Oregon State Attorney General's Office is of the 
opinion that at least one of the goals of the Rajneeshes is to 
elect local officials sympathetic to their land use plans. 

By letter dated September 28, 1984, the United States 
Attorney's Office, Portland, Oregon, has requested the Portland 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) to conduct a 
preliminary investigation of potential election offenses by the 
Rajneesh Foundation International.

BODY: 


The recent confrontation with Iraq over its secret chemical and biological 
weapons development programs has renewed concerns about chemical and biological 
terrorism. What if a government like Saddam Hussein's in Baghdad clandestinely 
used such weapons against its enemies, making it appear as if it were a 
terrorist attack? Or, might it turn over cruder versions of its deadly stocks to 
actual terrorist groups? In an environment that constantly features chemical and 
biological warfare in the headlines, might terrorists on their own be inspired 
to mass murder? 



The danger is clearly there. State-sponsored terrorism Is a reality, and 
terrorism has grown deadlier. But a closer inquiry into their dec is ion- making 
reveals that both state and terrorist foes face difficulties and constraints: 

The critical calculation is not what quantity of poison gas or deadly germs may 
be required to depopulate a city, but weighing the chances of success against 
the risks of discovery and massive retaliation. The bigger danger to society may 
come from those tiny groups and deranged individuals who can't or won't make 
such calculations. 


Over the past quarter of a century, there have been numerous small-scale 
incidents in which crackpots, criminals and political extremists have used or 
threatened to use chemical or biological agents . The most frequent were threats 
made by extortionists who targeted public water supplies, food and beverages. 
There have been hundreds of these acts, few of them fatal. The tactic was 
adopted by some political extremists who sought to use such threats as a mode of 
economic warfare against their state foes. 

In only a handful of incidents was the large-scale indiscriminate use of 
chemical or biological agents carried out . Members of the Jonestown cult 
committed mass murder- suicide using cyanide-laced Kool-Aid. The Ra~)neesh cult in 
Oregon plotted to poison food at restaurants with salmonella to make townspeople 
ill on the day of a crucial referendum to decide the fate of their temple.. The 
World Trade Center bombers packed their bomb with cyanide in sufficient quantity 
to contaminate the entire structure (the chemical was destroyed in the bomb 
blast). And members of the Aum Shinrikyo cu lt , fearing imminent police action, 
released nerve gas in Tokyo's subways. , ( 
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Los Angeles Times, December 3, 1997 

Nut cibly, all four of these incidents involved religious motivations. There is 
I 1 1 i 1 o evidence that secular terrorists have taken anything other than a modest 
inU'restin chemical or biological agents, although more terrorists now are 
talking about them. 

Conventional weapons now provide terrorists with the capacity to kill far 
more people than they have killed if mass murder were their objective. Most acts 
of terrorism involve only symbolic violence. Fewer then 30% involve fatalities; 
very few have involved mass murder. It is hard to kill a lot of people at one 
time, but technical difficulty is not the entire explanation. There are 
self-imposed constraints. 

Wanton murder could tarnish a groups image, imperil the group's cohesion, 
alienate perceived constituents and provoke crackdowns that the group might not 
survive. But there is evidence that these constraints are eroding as* ethnic 
hatreds and religious fanaticism replace ideological and political causes as the 
engines of. armed conflict. Ethnic hatreds lend themselves to genocidal 
strategies; the constraints imposed by a political cause do not apply to those 
who believe they act for God. Large-scale violence has become today's terrorist 
reality as terrorists increasingly seek a body count. 

Chemical or biological terrorism seems more likely to emerge from the 
fringes, from the splinters of groups, from small ad hoc conspiracies, from mad- 
religious cults. Hard to detect in advance, these single-cell plots are seldom 
capable of sustaining campaigns of terrorism, but they are capable of carrying 
out isolated spectacular acts like the World Trade Center or Oklahoma City 
bombings or a limited attack involving crude chemical or biological weapons. 

An assessment of the threat must also take into account the disaffected and 
often mentally disturbed loner. Although the popular image of the brilliant 
lunatic manufacturing chemical or biological weapons in his garage is an 
exaggerated caricature, it cannot be dismissed. Twenty- three years ago, the 
"Alphabet Bomber" began a terrorist campaign with a deadly attack at Los Angeles 
International Airport. At the time of his arrest, the bomber was on the verge of 
manufacturing nerve gas.

The Oregon State Police and State Department of Justice said Thursday they 
nay need an emergency appropriation of $932,000 this year to cover costs of a 
criminal investigation at the commune of Bhacrwan Shree Raineesh . 

The two agencies notified the state legislative Emergency Board that they may 
seek the funds at the board* s December meeting. The formal notification 
:riggered an analysis of the request by the legislature’s budget staff which 
nust. be conducted before the money is allocated. 

A task force of 50 state and local police and FBI agents swarmed to the 
central Oregon commune of the 53 -year-old guru last month after Rajneesh accused 
several of his former top lieutenants of a long list of crimes. 

Gov. Vic Atiyeh told his weekly news conference Thursday * ' there is a good 
■ .ikelihood of. indictments *■ ’ from the investigation. But he declined to speculate 
>n who might be indicted and refused to discuss evidence amassed by the State 
>olice. 

Rajneesh said a clique of disciples headed by his former ' personal secretary, 
la Anand Sheela . attempted to murder several people with poison including a 
iistrict attorney and a county commissioner. He said they were responsible for a 
rood poisoning outbreak in The Dalles that left 70 0 people sick and he accused 
:hem of .burning a Wasco County government building, plotting to blow up the 
fesco County Courthouse and wiretapping the entire commune. 

Sheela and others left the commune Sept. 14 and flew to Europe. 

Since the investigtion began, more than 100 members of the commune have been 
;ubpoenaed to testify before state and federal grand juries. The state grand 
ury will begin hearing evidence next week in The Dalles. 

Denny Miles, assistant to Gov. Vic Atiyeh, said the investigation * * certainly 
tas been an abnormal and unparalleled draw on several state budgets. ’ * 

State Rep. Wayne Fawbush, D-Hood River, a member of the Emergency Board, said 
.he panel would probably set up a contingency fund in December to cover costs. 

1 'One thing I will guarantee is that we are going to have a full 
.nvestigation and we are going to pay for it to be sure we get to the bottom of 
.his, * 1 he said.

The Rev. Rusty R. Kinsey, bishop of the diocese, said, 11 1 wrote the Bhagwan 
couple of weeks ago hoping there would be some letting up on their part in 
arms of the litigation but I have not heard anything since. 1 * 

Circuit Court Judge John Compenhaver of Deschutes County ruled in July 1984 
mat the church and six lots belonged to the diocese, but the city appealed. The 
regon Court of Appeals heard arguments in the case three months ago, but has 
ot yet issued a decision. 

Rajneesh representatives and FBI agents held a long meeting in Rajneeshpuram 
ednesday. Near the end of the session, two men hauled five cardboard cartons 
ontaining what appeared to be file folders and papers out of the Hotel 
aj neesh.

Murder manuals and a a laboratory where mice were poisoned have been 
iscovered at the home of Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh' s secretary, who led a "gang of 
ascists" fleeing the guru's commune, Rajneeshees say. The discoveries, 
ncluding a .tunnel concealed by false shelves in a hidden room of Ma Anand 
heela's home, came yesterday as authorities began investigating Rajneesh 1 s 
negations that his top aides tried to murder his close associates, poisoned 
estaurant food and burned a government office. 

Sheela, an Indian citizen who was living in the United States as a resident 
lien, flew Saturday to Zurich, Switzerland, said Carl Houseman, Immigration and 
aturalization Service district director. 

Rajneeshees say a dozen sect leaders who fled, including the mayor and- three 
ouncil members, followed her to Europe. 

A disciple who helped 'build Sheela' s house told sect members about the tunnel 
nd hidden rooms discovered yesterday, Ma Dhyan Rosalie of the city's press 
elations bureau said. 

"We've found (a) hidden room and tunnel, bo.oks that are things like How To 
ill,' mice that are being fed slow poison," Rosalie said. a bomb plot. The 
uru said the pilot told him he was instructed to bomb the Wasco County 
ourthouse and eject from the plane before it crashed. 

Rajneesh also named Sheela* s successor, designating Ma Prem Hasva to serve as 
is personal secretary and president of Rajneesh Foundation International, the 
mbrella organization which controls the religious movement. 

Hasya, in her late 50s, was formerly known as Franco ise^Ruddy . She went from 
odging Nazis in World War II France to leading the good life in Beverly Hills 
efore joing the movement.

•Williams said state and local police began comparing notes Tuesday on the 
various allegations by Bhagwan Shree Rajheesh, 53, the self-styled ' 'guru of 
free love, ' ' during a news conference Monday at his central Oregon commune city 
of Ra j neeshpuram . 

Williams said a meeting would be set up involving state and local police and 
members of the Raj neeshpuram Peace Force. 

Rajneesh accused his ousted top aides of turning his commune into a ''fascist 
concentration camp' ' and running his .sect $55 million in debt. 

The guru alleged the departed officials intimidated his followers and 
attempted to kill his doctor, dentist and personal caretaker, a local district 
attorney and a county commissioner with a slow-working poison administered in 
small doses. 


He also accused his personal secretary, Ma Anand Sheela, aiid her 1 'gang* 1 of 
followers of burning down a county office building, vandalizing police cars in 
the county seat of The Dalles, causing a large outbreak of salmonella poisoning 
in that city and attempting to poison the town's water supply. 

Rajneesh also accused the former leaders of placing listening devices in his 
home and the homes of other commune residents. Some devices were put on display 
at the commune Tuesday. 

' 'These people could have even killed me, ' ' Rajneesh said. ' If I was dead 
they could have worshipped my body and made a beautiful memorial -- and then 
have been in full power to do whatever they wanted. 1 1 

The bhagwan's comments prompted Rep, Jim Weaver, D^Ore. , to call for an FBI 
probe into allegations that Rajneeshees contaminated several salad bars in The 
Dalles in the fall of 1984. 
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Williams said an earlier state police investigation found no connection - 
iween the Rajneeshees and the salmonella outbreak, which caused nearly 600 
^.nesses. The state Health Division said it has no plans to reopen the 
ivestigation. 


Rajneesh officials said wiretapping' and electronic eavesdropping' at the 
t >mmune recorded most phone calls and allowed extensive monitoring of private 
’ >nver sat ions around the sect's holdings, including hotel rooms, rental cabins 
id the guru* s home. 

The head of the commune's private security force, separate from its police 
>rce, told The Oregonian newspaper she was involved in monitoring wiretapping 
juipment at the behest of another Rajneeshee. 


The wiretap operation was run from an office building used by the commune and 
:om Sheela's home and office, according to Ma Deva Kranto, coordinator of 
ijneesh Security. 


Kranto said one part of the operation involved the use of 36 voice -activated 
ipe .recorders to record all incoming and outgoing calls at the ranch. Kranto 
lid disciples were stationed in a secret room in the administration building 
>r 15 hours a day, minitoring the conversations. 

Kranto said she was told the equipment was designed to record threatening or 
irassingh phone calls, but she added, * 'I never heard any threat. 1 1 

Rajneesh authorities said microphones were monitored from a secret control 
)om in Sheela^s home. They said they had not established if those conversations 
ire taped.

Rajneesh, whose followers established the desert commune in 1981 as the world

The followers of BHAG^AH SHREE RAJNEESE , Indian 
Guru, known for his extremely controversial teachings on 
politics, religion, and morality, have settled on 64,000 acres 
in North Central Oregon and have alleged threats of bodily 
injury from the citizens of the small adjacent community of 
Antelope, Oeegon.

.Chand ra - Mo han , have established the ,f SHidvillas Ra jire'^s'h 
'Meditation Center , " a type of religious commune on the "Big 
Muddy" , a former cattle ranch located 12 miles southeast of 
Antelope , , .Oregon , a small community of about 40 inhabitants 
prior to the ^commune settling in that area in early 1981. The 
followers of the Bhagwan have been described as "mainly people 
who have been deeply disillusioned with their previous life but 
contend they find 'liberation from everything' with Bhagwan." 

Rajneesh Chandra Mohan was born the eldest of 12 
brothers and sisters in a wealthy family in a small village in 
central India,. Raised in the Ja.in religion, he claims to have 
become "enlightened" at age 21. While holding teaching posts 
in Philosophy at several colleges and universities in India, 
Rajneesh acquired the reputation of a spiritual rebel. He 
traveled throughout India giving "outrageously abrasive and 
controversial talks" on politics, religion, and sexual attitudes. 

Thousands of followers called him Acharya, "the teacher," 
and in the summer of 1964, he conducted his first 10 day meditation 
camp in the hills of Rajasthan. Five years later, he stopped 
traveling and settled down in a Bombay apartment with a small 
nucleus of disciples around him. 

His following increased. Western disciples started 
arriving, and the title Acharya was dropped, according to his 
biography, for now he was known as Bhagwan - "The Blessed One - 
he who has recognized himself as God" .

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Bhagwan allegedly initiates his disciples by having 
them attire in loose-fitting clothing of reddish hue and giving 
th«=Tn a 108 necklace with the Guru's picture dangling from 

it like a locket. Surrender to the Bhagwan at the time of 
initiation is unconditional and complete. It means giving up 
one ' s ego . 


In 1974, the Bhagwan moved to Poona, a hill city 
120 miles east of Bombay. This place, called the ashram "Esalen 
East", attracted tens of thousands. Many paid to participate in 
encounter and meditation groups - including marriage, Tai Chi, 
body awarness, hypnotherapy. Gestalt, primal scream, Sufi 
dancing, rebirthing, and acupuncture, etc. 

Allegedly, the Poona ashram has about 500 centers 
in 22 nations. Bhagwan' s followers are an average 35 years of 
age and represent 40 countries. Most are from the United States 
(U.S.), Germany, Great Britain, Australia?. New Zealand, Holland, 
Japan, and India. Major U.S. centers are in Essex, Massachusetts; 
Montclair, New Jersey; Boulder, Colorado; Seattle, Washington; 
Laguna Beach, Lucerne Valley; and Berkeley, California. 

Bhagwan 's encouragement to shake off sexual 
inhibitions have offended many in India, Germany, and whereever 
he has gone. A Poona newspaper editor described the conduct 
of the sannyasin - dressed in the garb of Hindu holy men - as 
analogous to a group of foreigners dressing up as nuns and 
priests and engaging in sexual activity on the streets of 
an American town. In Poona, hostilities escalated into assassina- 
tion threats against Bhagwan. Just prior to his departure, a 
warehouse storing ashram books was set on fire, and an incendiary 
device was exploded outside the ashram's health center. The 
cumulative effect of economic discrimination, harassment, and 
the steady influx of new disciples into Poona made the move to 
new headquarters necessary. 

Money for the foundations operations allegedly 
come from discourses, tapes, books, body and breathing therapy 
courses, and large contributions and donations. It is alleged 
they operate with an account of 80 million dollars in one bank. 

The Bhagwan was issued a tourist visa in May, 1981, 
for one year and has allegedly married a Greek-born naturalized 
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American disciple, hoping to use the marriage to gain permanent 
U.S. residence. 


In Antelope, Oregon, 64,000 acres have been purchased 
for six million dollars, with a one and one-half million 
dollar down payment. An air strip, solar nursery, dairy, 
cafeteria, medical center, and about 50 new four-bedroom 
double-wide mobile homes have been built on the land. Seven 
hundred acres have been placed under cultivation. It is anticipated 
that several hundred more acres will be cultivated this year.

The Bhagwan arrived in Oregon in mid-September, 

1981, for an indefinite stay. 

Since the arrival of the Rajneesh group, there has 
been increased opposition from the Oregon citizenry, especially 
in the Antelope area. These feelings were expressed by a 
meeting, January 24, 1982, of the Antelope residents wherein 
monies' were raised to oppose the rezoning of the Muddy Ranch 
land from farm to residential use. Subsequent development of 
houses and the request to incorporate 2,000 acres into a city 
has brought great controversy. The citizens of Antelope have 
attempted to dismantle their city charter rather than let the 
Rajneesh "overrun" their community.

On May 19, 1982, the Rajneesh Foundation International 
filed a federal court suit in Oregon, contending that the mayor 
c.nd City Council of Antelope, Oregon, have, violated the foundation's 
civil rights.

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On May 19, 1982, The Rajneesh Foundation International 
filed a federal court suit in Oregon contending that the mayor and 
City Council of Antelope, Oregon, have violated the foundation's 
civil rights in that they (Antelope city officials) have 
discriminated against the Rajneesh group since October, 

1981 "on the basis of their religious affiliation." Rajneesh 
is seeking an injunction against the alleged discrimination. 

The foundation, two subsidiary corporations, and 
four individuals, allege that for periods up to six months the city has 
illegally refused to review and rule on the building permit ap- 
plications, have impaired a development moratorium designed to 
interfere with the plaintiff's use of their property, and have 
discriminated in the enforcement of city zoning ordinances. 

The suit claims the city has denied applications for 
various building permits, including .those for construction of a 
print shop to print religious literature, and for office space to be 
used in administration of religious activities. 

The Rajneesh claims these actions violate their constitutional 
rights of freedom of the press, religion, and association. 

The Rajneesh allegedly owns nine residences, a restaurant, 
a store, a gas station, an office complex, and vacant lots in Antelope.

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On June 8, 1982, District Attorney Michael Sullivan, Jefferson 
County District Attorney's Office, Madras, Oregon, advised that the 
current situation at the Rajneesh Neo-Sannyas International Commune, 
located on the outskirts of Antelope, Oregon, is, in his opinion, a 
very explosive situation. Mr. Sullivan stated that local residents 
of the Antelope , Oregon area are still extremely hostile towards the 
members of the commune, and his office continues to receive reports 
and rumors of planned action against commune members and the commune 
itself. Mr. Sullivan stated that within the last week there has been 
two arson caused fires in the brush, located on the ranch; however, 
these fires were put out with minimal damage. 

Mr. Sullivan advised that, in regards to the upcoming First 
Annual World Celebration at Rajneeshpuram, also known as the Big 
Muddy Ranch, which is scheduled to begin at the commune on June 22, 

1982, and last through July 18, 1982, many of the followers of the 
Bhagwan will be at the ranch for this celebration. Mr. Sullivan ad- 
vised that primary security at the celebration itself was being pro- 
vided by commune followers and outside protection was being provided 
by Project Centurion of Bend, Oregon. Mr. Sullivan further stated 
that the Wasco County Sheriff's Office at The Dalles, Oregon, and /y 
the Jefferson County Sheriff's Office at Madras, Oregon will also 
have a full compliment of deputies available in case of problems in 
connection with the festival. Mr. Sullivan further stated that the 
Oregon State Police have also made contingency emergency plans in 
case of problems where they can be called in to the ranch, if necessary.

comply with the Oregon Governor's Executive Memorandum allowing them to 
furnish further assistance. 


Major Lampkin advised that the major concern at the present time 
is not interference with this festival by the local residents of Antelope, 
Oregon, but there is some rumor that motorcycle gangs may attempt to attend 
the festival. Major Lampkin advised that, if these gangs are observed 
approaching the commune , he has already received court authority to close 
the county roads leading into the commune.

formed in Wasco County, but 
members say it has nothing -to do 
with a dispute between residents of 
Antelope and the followers of an 
Indian guru. 

Spokesman William Lamont 
Jones said the Posse Comitatus 
chapter was formed “for the 
protection of people’s basic consti- 
tutional rights. We feel that public 
officials at all different levels are 
usurping the Constitution, and we 
feel that it’s time that we 
organized.” . 

The posse is “mainly an 
educational group” that will work 
to inform people about the 
unifications of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion and the law, he said. 

. Even though Posse Comitatus 
has been described as a vigilante 
group, Jones said vigilante-style- 
activities are not the Wasco 
chapter’s intent. 

He. said posse members “have 
all the right in the world to bear 


arms, just the -same 5S ‘ai$* 
individual,” but “we’re not going 
to do that. In fact, we’re trying to 
play down the violence game. 
We’re not going to have a public 
display of arms.” • • 

The group’s charter, filed with 
the county clerk, states local law 
enforcement officers, courts and 
other public 'Officials “will have 
full cooperation from the posse so 
long, and only so long as they 
cooperate in accordance with the 
principles of law....” 

Sheriff Bob Brown “is not 
going to take this group under his 
wing,” said. Detective Sgt. Rich 
Carlson. “If they stay within their 
boundaries and they -are law- 
abiding, they will be dealt with 
accordingly. They step beyond the 
law in any way, shape or fashion, 
and they’re going to jail.” 

Jones would not say how many 
' members the -group has, but said 
all males in the county between the 
• ages of 14 and 45 are “automatical- 
ly members and the sheriff has a 
right to call them into action at any 
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time he terms necessary.” — --- 

Formation of chapters in Hood 
River and Morrow counties is

Jones said the posse had no 
plan to become involved in the 
dispute at Antelope, where long- 
time residents fear the guru’s 
followers want to take over the 
area.

Please find enclosed a copy of a letter, sent through 
the U.S. postal service, which was received by the 
Antelope City Council on July 21, 1983. The letter was 
apparently mailed from a location in Atlanta, Georgia on July 18. 

Over the last fourteen months, Rajneeshpuram, and related 
Rajneeshee operated businesses in Portland, have received 
countless threats and letters of harrassment from various 
unsigned individuals. These letters have been abusive, 
def amatory and have been clear examples of religious perse- 
cution and bigotry. It is a matter of grave concern that 
this activity is escalating, and extending to physical acts 
of violence and destruction. Last week, a coyote which had 
been shot through the head was dumped, bleeding, on the 
steps of the Zorba the Buddha Restaurant in Antelope. Yester- 
day, a man entered the Rajneesh Hotel in Portland intending 
to bomb the hotel, but the plan backfired seriously maiming 
the man and destroying only the room he occupied. 

The enclosed letter threatens to slaughter Rajneeshees and 
assassinate Bhagwan. Other letters recently received have 
threatened violence also, which is a flagrant abuse of the 
U.S. Postal Service and subjects the author to serious crim- 
inal liability. We are concerned that recent complaints 
reported to the U.S. Postal Service have not been properly 
investigated. We would like you to consider any appropriate 
action which may be taken to discourage and prevent such 
misuse of the postal service.

I. PURPOSE 

The FD-61 0 was designed to provide a complete set of pertinent facts for each Civil 
Rights case which can then be directly entered into a computer which will assist in a more effective, 
efficient and economical management of the Civil Rights Program. Each office MUST correctly 
complete ALL items requested on the form either on the initial submission or later by supplemental 
submission prior to the close of the case.

Specimens Ql and Q2 were searched through the appropriate 
sections of the Anonymous Letter File without effecting an identifca- 
tion. Copies have been added to this for future reference. 

The questioned typewritten entries on specimens Ql and Q2 
have a horizontal measurement of 2.54mm per character. This size and 
style of type most closely corresponds to a standard maintained in the 
Laboratory for the L. C. Smith style of type. 


Specimen Q2 was noted to contain the following watermark: 
"Strathmore Writing 25% cotton Fiber USA." 

No indented writing or other identifying characteristics 
were noted on specimens Ql and Q2 which would indicate the immediate 
source of this material. 


Laboratory files reflect that Strathmore paper is manu- 
factured by the Strathmore Paper Company (a division of Hammermill 
Paper Company) South Broad Street, Westfield, Massachusetts 01085. 


Twenty-seven latent fingerprints and five latent palm prints 
of value were developed on the specimens, Ql and Q2, which are enclosed.

Demographic Profile 

Based upon an analysis of the content and style of this message, it is my judg- 
ment that the author is a Caucasian male, approximately between the ages of 40 
and 55. The English is consistent with that to be expected from a college 
educated person. 

Psychological Profile 

The content, style and vocabulary of this message are consistent with those to 
be expected from a person with traditional values, in awe of authority and 
financial power. There are indications of racism and strong national and local 
patriotism. The author may have served in the army during the Vietnam War 
("We take no prisoners") and came back to his hometown to find it "overtaken" 
by people for whom he feels hostility and contempt. He may have children, 
probably a daughter, who are attracted by the victim's foundation, and he there- 
fore feels personally threatened by it. 

'The message seems to be an expression of anger and an attempt to denigrate the 
victim. It lacks the indicators of the resolve or the determination to carry 
out the threats. He does not seem to be able or willing to take personal 
responsibility for the threatened physical violence. He is capable of further 
verbal harassment. He may have tried in the past, to use legal ways to force 
the victim's foundation out of town.

SUMMARY 


On 29 July 1983 a per son' registered at 

the Hotel Rajneesh as I | . 

He was assigned to room 405, less than 
30 minutes later an explosion occurred in 
the bathroom of room 405. The person 
registered as I I was removed from the 

4th floor room 405 and taken by elevator 
to the first floor lobby to await ambu- 
lance transportation to the hospital. 

This individual was found to be in very 
serious condition, having both hands 
extremely damaged by the explosion along 
with face and chest injuries. He was

I used the telephone in the lobby of the 
hotel to contact the dispatch coor- 
dinator. I reques ted . that the dispatch 
coordinator call the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco an‘d Firearms and requested that 
an agent be sent to our location. The 
| bomb squad also arrived .at this time. I 
exited the bunding and advi sed Officer 
I l and Officer r I of what nad 

occurred while I was in the hotel. ^ 

I nves ti gator I I ,of the fire bureau 

arrived, and I briefe d him on the 
situation. I advi sed | j that he 

•should contact the chief in cnarge 
r (Chief IIZIZ3 and tell his crew to simply 
knock the fire down, and do no overhaul. 
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Further advi sed I I to tell the 

crews that there may be explosive devi- 
ces in the room yet and they should use 
extreme caution in working around room 
405. The fire crew did knock the fire 
down, but made no attempts to overhaul 
the room as rogues ted. The Fire Bureau 
did leave the fourth floor after the 
fire was knocked down and secure, and 
did leave behind an IV charged line.

She then saw | land 

I I bring the injured man to the 

first floor. She ran to the basement 
and obtained sheets to cover the injured 
man's body. She put sheets over the. 
body and over both of the individual's 
hands and arms. She states that she is a 
licensed practical ndrs.e and knew that 
this individual was severely injured and 
would go into s hock if no t cared for. 

She stated that I I color was ashen 

gray in color, that his left hand was 
"demolished” and that his right hand was 
also damaged. She loosened his belt. 
Uncrossed his legs and loosened tJhe 
shoelaces on his shoes to keep from 
having any constricted parts on his body. 
She also tried to make him as comfort able 
as possible. She states that I \ kept 

saying that he couldn't see and that he 
wanted something for pain and needed 
help. He also kept saying something 
about a medicine cabinet, however, she's 
not sure what he was saying about the 
medicine cabinet. Medical personnel, 
police and fire all arri ved. Th e medical 
personnel took charge of I l and then 

transported him immediately to the hospi- 
tal. Police and fire personnel went to 
the fourth floor to check room 405. She 
states she did go to the fourth floor. 
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-however, did not enter the room and was 
in the hallway only. She stated she 
could smell smoke and is familiar with 
the smell of gunpowder. She states that 
this smell of the smoke did smell like 
gunpowder. She states she then went 
downstairs to comfort other guests in 
the hotel that were in the lobby. She 
states at approximately one hour or so 
later there w£re two more explosions 
that rocked the building. She states 
she feels the second explosion was 
stronger than the first, and that the 

first was equal to the third, She sta- 

tes'that she has never seen L 


before the night of the explosions, and 
that she did not feel he was a memeber 
of the Rajneesh. 


I next interviewe d I 1 at 1516 

hours. I I states that she is a 

medical doctor by profession in Austria. 
She stated' she had entered room 411 at 
approximately 0015 hours. She states 
.that sh e had be en in the room with a 
Ffriend ( I). She states that at 

approximately 0115 hours or so she was. 
ready to go take a shower when she heard 
a very loud explosion. She states that 
when she opened the door she saw a light 
colored smoke in the hallway. .She also 
heard somebody yelling "Help me, help 
•me." They then started down towards 
room 405 and were joined .by another man 
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1 I, She sta ted that sh e did not 

know this individual i I personally. 

She states that I I and I | entered 

the room and carried the man out. She 
had obtained the fire exti ngui sher J n 
case there was a fire but when told there 
was no fire, she put it down and accom- 
panied the men to the elevator. She 
stated that she observed that the man's 
face was very black and that there was 
very little bleeding. They took the man 
to the elevator and then down to the 
first floor. She states once in the 
lobby she noticed that the man's face -was 
not burned, it was just black. She sta- 
tes that there was blood coming from the 
man’s, what she belived to be the right 
eye, and the the left hand was hanging by N 
skin to the arm* She stated that once x 

downstairs they treated him for shock, 
and they placed the man on the floor and 
tried to comfort him. She states that 
man was yelling, "help me", "Get .me a 
doctor", "My hand, is it still there?" 

He kept saying, "pain, pain, help me. 

Get me some help." She stated when she 
asked him what happened he said something 
about opening a bathroom door or a door 
in the bathroom, she's not sure which. 

She also heard the second and third bombs 
go off in the building. She states that 
she feels the second was bigger than the 
first.- I asked if she knew this indivi- 
- dual that was on the floor and injured. 
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and she stated she did know this indivi- 
dual nor had she seen him before', and 
she did not feel he was part of the 
Rajneesh. . 

At 1630 hours I interviewed I l He 

stated that he went to his room at 
^Approximately 0050 hours, and that he is 
^approximately* three doors down from room 
405, he's in room 408. He heard the 
explosion and the loud screaming, he 
tried to call the operator, but no body 
answered the phone. He awakened his 
roommate, the hotel doctor and they went 
oat into the hall. He states once in 
the hall he saw a light colored smoke 
and t-hat it smelled like gunpowder. He 
-states that the man had already been 
removed from his room t o the elevator 
prior to his \ I arrival at room 

405 and that the hotel doctor went 
downstairs' to check on the individual. 

He looked in room 405 and saw that an 
^explosion had occurred. He states that 
She did not enter the room, but then went 
down the stairs to the lobby. In the 
lobby he contacted fire bureau personnel 
and showed them the stairways Up tb room 
405. He states approximately six to 
eight firemen went with him to .the area 
of the explosion, and the six to eight 
•firemen did enter room 405. He states 
they did not bring any hoses up to the 
floor at this time, but did go back and 
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retrieve fans and put them in the win- 
dow in an attempt to draw the smoke 
from the building to the outside. 

He states that the police arrived and he 
was told it would be a good idea to eva- 
cuate^ everybody from the floor. He 
stated she obtained the pas s key an d 
in the company of Sergeant I 
helped evacuate the floor of all person- 
nel. He states that the bomb tech, 

I | arrived and that what he felt 

was a 1 ab tech, (would be with 

the Criminalistics section) and about 15 
to 20 other police officers went in and 
out of the room a nd that a man in a red 
jacket fl I who seemed to be in 

charge of the bomb tec hnicians w as also 
there. He states that I 1 poked 

around the room also a number of .times, 
and then finally-left the room and 
stayed outside. He states that the 
Sergeant went to one end of the hall and 
a patrolman, who used to be her partner, 
was at the other- end of the hall. The 

room was sealed off by Oetective I ~ 

and all personnel were told to stay from 
the hallway and from the room. There 
were three peop le left o n the floor 
after Dete ctive I I le ft the are a, 

that bei ng I L Off icer \_ l and 

Sergeant [ T He states they were 

all sitting around drinking coffee an d 
smoking and then Lieutenant | 
joined them there. He states that 
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shortly thereafter ther was another 
explosion tha t went off , and he was told 
by L ieutenant I I to leave the 

area. He states he did so. He states 
that, he feels that bomb was stronger 
* than the first bomb. He states that it 
had a "acrid, more putrid smell" to it. 
He states that he did not actually see 
w the explosion because he was around the 
corner, but he heard the explosion and 
could f eel the force of the explosions. 

I I states he did not seen any flame, 

as he was not in a position to see the 
exol osion i tsel f . I asked if he had 
ever seen I I bef ore and he stated 

that he had not seen I I before this 

date, when - he saw h im on the floor in 
the hotel. I I states that he has 

worked with explosives before for a 
sei smographic company, and is sure that 
the f irst ,explosion smelled like 
gunpowder. 

• At 1653 hours we interviewed ! I 

I | states that she is the manager of 

the hotel, and was sleeping at the time 
of the explosion. She states that she 
was sleepi ng in room 215 when called by 
I and told to come to the front 

desk as there was a problem. She states 
that as she arr i ved at the front desk, 
'she saw I I on the floor, went over 

and looked at him and can say that she 
did not know who this man was and had 
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never seen him before. She states that 
by his dress she knew he was not a 
member of the Rajneesh. She states she 
then went to the fourth floor and -there 
were fire bureau personnel venting the 
floor with fans. She s a - &£?t?4 - peopl e 
coming and going out of the room, both 
fire and police personnel. She states 
she then went back down to the main desk 
and called the Rajneeshpuram and 
notified the personnel there of the 
problem. She states she went outside 
and saw the two boy s mentioned in 
Officer I 1 soeci al report. She 

states she told them to leave the porch 
and was told by the two boys that they 
were told to wait there. She states 
that she then went back up to the fourth 
floor and asked the police and fire 
bureau personnel' to check the entire 
floor for any further devices. She sta- 
ted that during this whole time she was 
going up and down from the fourth floor 
to the first floor trying to coordinate 
and get people taken care of. She sta- 
tes that while on the first floor she 
felt and heard the second explosion. 

She states she felt and heard the third 
explosion. She also states that she 
then evacuated the building of all per- 
sonnel and told them to go across the 
street and get out of the hotel.

there, took a meditation course, stayed 
overnight and then left. I asked what 
kind of vehicle they went there in and 
he stated it was a yellow Volkswagen. I 
asked him how he arrived at the Hotel 
Rajneesh on the early morning hour on 
the 29th. fie state d that he was dropped 
off at the hotel by I I and 

|. At this point I felt we were 
getting near the discussion or area of 
the bombing at the hotel and so I 
advised him of his Miranda warning. 
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Upon completion of the advice of Miranda 
I asked if he understood his rights, fie 
stated that he did. I then asked if he 
wished to discuss the matter with us any 
further, and he stated he'd rather 
discuss the matter with his attorney. 

The time he was advised of his rights 
was 1609 hours. We concluded inter- 
viewing CZIIZII at this point in time. I 
returned back to the Hotel Rajneesh, to 
continue our interviewing. 

Upon arrival back at the hotel, we con- 
tacted^ dZI\ at 1719 hours.

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I was in contact with the people at the 
RajneeshpUram. Their chief of police 
called and was concerned as was their 


city attorney that more devices may have 
been planted at the ranch and since 
there was such a large area to cover, 
asked if it would b e possible to contact 
the suspect I I in this case and 

determine whether or not devices had 
been set op at the ranch. I advised 
them that he had exercised his rights to 
an attorney and that he had that right 
prior to being talked to again aboOt 
this case. They stated that they did 
not want to discuss the case, but simply 
wanted to know whether there were devi- 
ces at the ranch. I was under the 
impression that the Oregon State Police 
and members of the Rajpeesh security 
force had searched the area of the 
ranch, and was informed that the only 
place checked by the state police, was 
the area that the individuals stayed in.

H had departed the hotel to await my arrival and gather the necessary equipment needed, he, Sgt. [ 


He stated that dur ing the t ime-

1 of Central Precinct, had been in the fourth floor hallway, and that at approximately 0256 hoars a second 
device had detonated. Lt. l I described this blast as being loud and that it shook the floor. He stated that 

also a low fire flash came out of the room. He Stated that he was knocked back somewhat by this blast as he was 
standing in the hallway next to one of the room on the fourth floor they had been using as a command post. He 
stated that approximately 30 seconds after the first blast, a second blast detonated and that it threw a great deal 
more flame into the hallway and alotr of smoke ensued. He stated that after the first blast, there had been noted a 
fire in the room, and after the second blast; the fire accelerated even more. 

’As the fire department was currently fighting the fire and there was no way that we would gain immediate access to the 
crime scene, it was decided that we would concern ourselves with finding a possible automobile that the subject who 
had rented this room had arrived in. The neighborhood was checked for -vehicles with negative resalts. As soon as the 
fire department had knocked down the fire sufficiently for as to gain access, we did go to room 305, which is directly 
|^>w room 405, and noted that a hole had been blown in the floor of room 405 and that this hole had evidenced a blast 
w^some type from the fragmentation and the way the hole was pdnched in the floor from above. The fire was still burning 
in this area and with the help of the firemen we pulled some of the burning boards down and sprayed this area from a hose 
from the bottom, extinguishing the fire. It was noticed at this time that there was debris on the beds in room 305 
that appeared to have been blown there from above.

Proceeded to the hallway, fourth floor, into room 405, which was still .burning somewhat , to examine the blast damage. 
Noticed at' this time that room 405 had been badly damaged by fire, the fire having been extremely quick and hot in certain 
places due to the charing effect of the wood: Noted also that by the first bed as you enter the room, there was a 

hole blown in the floor, and also damage to the bed springs where apparently a bomb had detonated and had bent a lower . 

portion of the bed spring support. Checked further around the room and found that the linen, closet, located on the 

east side of the room, near the door bore evidence of a blast. This was in the form, of a piece of electrical conduit 
. that was bent out into the hall portion of the entryway, I also noticed that directly across the hail from room 405 was 
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a hole punched into the wall which apparently had boon made by a fragment of some type hitting at high speed. Went on 
to examine the bathroom and found it to be in a shambled mess, the area where the medicine cabinet had been being 
completely blown and debris scattered about the room and burnt. 

Various members of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tabacco and Firearms arrived and and myself sat down and made a 

list assigning different personnel who were persent to different post blast investigative positions. These post blase 
.investigative positions. are listed. Basically, we divided dp into a blast scene investigation team, an evidence 
'^^inicia’n who would maintain the evidence log, a crime scene sketch person, and a sifting crew. It was decided, 

Jv to the poor light and the bad air in the building and the amount of space needed, that the sifting job would be 
accomplished in the street below and that we would take the fire department tubs, load a certain portion of the room 
at a time, and take it down in the street and dump it to correspond with that area of the room above. The room was 
blocked out into approximately IS small squares that are 3X3. These individual squares were loaded into tubs and 
handed to either bomb technicians or firemen and they were told what area they came from, such as area A. B, or C. These 
tubs were then taken down into the street and put into a corresponding grouping on the street below. As you look at 
the evidence log*, you will note that in the evidence, log itself it lists the areas from which evidence Was found in 
this manner. 

An extremely large amount of debris had fallen onto the floor from the wails and roof and was partially wet and some. still 
on fire. These materials consisted of the plaster board, some of the furniture that had been in the room. The floor 
. was shovelled clean down to the wooden portion and from each section these items were placed in the metal tubs and taken 
down to the street for sifting. It should be noted that the first area that was searched, however, was area 0, where 
the blue bag, which had been mentioned earlier as possibly containinga secondary device, was believed to be located, ■= Tjhii 
item was found where it was said to have been sitting on. the floor and was found to contain what was left of the blue bag, 
some clothing, what appears to be the spring and slide switch for a flashlight, and some other materials which were 

immediately identified. 'b6

Thu room was systematically emptied of all' contents and everything was taken to the street below where it was sifted. 
During the course of moving these items,, any items that were found that were obvio usly of an improvised explosive 
device were collected by the finder and turned over to AFT Special Agent I I, who was in charge of evidence logs 

and was taking care of the evidence at the scene. He, in turn,, would list who found the evidence and where it was found. 

After everything had been sifted and the room emptied of its contents, the items first -listed on the evidence log 
were those found by the immediate search scene party inside room 405. After we were through searching the room, 
the items were brought up from the street below by the various officers who had found them and they were turned over 
to the evidence log keeper in the order they were found and by the officers having found them. 
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From the immediate search at Che scene we .determined chat there were three individual pipe bombs involved. The first 
blast occurred in the medicine cabinet in the bathroom and injured the occupant of room 403. The second blast occurred 
under the first bed or south bed in room 405; and the third blast occurred in the linen closet of room 405. In each 
instance we have found a main portion of the pipe bomb body that caused these blasts in the vicinity where they occurred. 
In each case, the pipe bomb in question appeared to have been loaded with some type of filler that is a low explosive, 
such as black powder. We have also found in each vicinity the remnants of six volt lantern batteries. Also, in each 
•location we have found what appears to be AA flashlight batteries, and in one location what appeared to be the remnants 
quartz electric clock. 

We noted a distinct absence of common clock parts that are normally found in this type of a blast, however, if quartz 
clocks were used that are mostly electronic with* plastic bodies it would explain the lack of clock parts, as obviously 
each of these devices had some type of timer. 


A small sketch was done of room 405 by Officer T I that depicts the search pattern used and the location of objects 

in the room as we know them. In the original evidence log we had listed the area where the desk", which is sort of a 
writing nook, had been located as a closet, because we did not know at the time what type of a closet this was. The 
linen closet, we have found .out, did, contain a built in dresser of some type prior to the fire. 




During the course of searching the material moved from the bathroom. Officer [ 


] found a single digit off the 


end of a finger in the material that ha d been rem oved from the bathtub. This finger was placed in a small glass jar 
and transported to the crime lab by tt . I I and turned Over to the Oregon State Police Crime Lab for freezing in 

case we needed it for further use. . 

With the exception of the finger, all evidence in this case ha s been retained by ATF and will be transported to one of 
4fc.r laboratories for examination. Special Agent I I will include a request with the evidence as to what we 

w«mt the lab to do and also a list "bf items that were found and known to be in the room prior to the detonations 
and burning.

After all of the materials had been sifted through, and room 305 had been searched by us, we secured from the scene, 
having first swept and cleaned the streets and reopened them to traffic. We concluded our investigation at approximately 
1433 hours. ■ 

In summary, after reviewing all of the evidence that was found at the scene and discussing it among ourselves, we feel 
the following is the sequence of events, that took place. Subject that entered room 405, after having gained access to 
the room, did take from the materials he brought in with him, a pipe bomb and place it under the south bed of the room, 
hiding it and placing around it some type of incinerary material commonly referred to as a fire fudge. 
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Subject then placed inside the linen closet of room 405' a second pipe bomb which he also placed an incendiary mixture 
around. Subject had placed a third pipe bomb into the medicine cabinet inside the bathroom and was in the process of 
arming it when it detonated in his face. The third pipe bomb did not have an incendiary mix placed around it,- however, 
an incendiary mix of the type we believe were used in the previous two was found in the area where the brown carry-in 
bag was located and last seen on the floor. The material that was found in- the remnants of the brown bag appears to be 
'some type of paste substance that smelled extremely strong of a petroleum product such as gasoline. The Fire Bureau 

t an explosive meter over the material found and it pegged the instrument. This material was placed inside of a 
gallon paint can and sealed for further examination by the lab. This item is listed in the evidence log as Item 
14. - . 


Although we can’t say for certain which one of the explosive devices was planted first (the one under the bed or the one 
in the linen closet) , it was thought that the one under the bed was the first one planted as it detonated first according 
to witness descriptions, lieutenant I I , who was in the hallway when the number 2 device detonated, stated that it 

threw a very low fire flash out into the hall and appeared to be inside the room, as compared to the number 3 blast 
which completely engulfed the doorway and sent a large blast into the hall. The discrepancy in timing would be in the 
setting of one clock and then the other. 

It should also be noted that the pipe bomb that detonated in room 405 under the south bed was recovered in room 305 on 
top of the south bed in that room.

I. PURPOSE

Rights case which can then be directly entered into a computer which will assist in a more effective, 
efficient and economical management of the Civil Rights Program. Each office MUST correctly 
complete ALL items requested on the form either on the initial submission or later by supplemental 
submission prior to the close of the case. 

II. WHEN TO SUBMIT 

The FD-61 0 is to be submitted in all cases supervised by the Civil Rights Unit, which 
include the following classifications: 44-CR; 50-ISS; 173-CRA 1964; 177-DIH; 187-Privacy Act of 
1974-Criminal; 189-ECOA; 204-FRS; 214-CRIPA. 

One function of the FD-61 0 is to replace the FD-365 in Civil Rights cases. It should be, 
in most cases, the initial communication advising FBIHQ of the initiation of an investigation, however, 
if the urgency of the situation requires a teletype the FD-61 0 should be submitted as soon as 
possible.

The FD-61 0 was designed to provide a complete set of pertinent facts for each Civil 
Rights case which can then be directly entered into a computer which will assist in a more effective, 
efficient and economical management of the Civil Rights Program. Each office MUST correctly 
complete ALL items requested on the form either on the initial submission or later by supplemental 
submission prior to the close of the case. 

II. WHEN TO SUBMIT 

The FD-610 is to be submitted in all cases supervised by the Civil Rights Unit, which 
include the following classifications: 44-CR; 50-ISS; 1 73-CRA 1 964; 1 77-DIH; 1 87-Privacy Act of 
1974-Criminal; 189-ECOA; 204-FRS; 214-CRIPA. 

One function of the FD-61 0 is to replace the FD-365 in Civil Rights cases. It should be, 
in most cases, the initial communication advising FBIHQ of the initiation of an investigation, however, 
if the urgency of the situation requires a teletype the FD-61 0 should be submitted as soon as 
possible.

Regarding our phone calls of June 5 and 6, I want to express my 
concern about several things. When I asked you for advice on 
the night of June 5, I felt that you gave it to me impartially, 
based on the facts as I gave th em to you. I talked with you 
about a menacing charge against | | and told you I was 

considering issuing a Citation to Appear. I informed you the 
victim had not seen a gun, but definitely felt he was in imminent 
danger of serious physical injury. You told me the usual policy 
for menacing is custody arrest, not a citation. 

You said that if I had doubts about the charge, I could send 
you the paperwork and you would proceed from there. However, 
you indicated to me that I had grounds for probable cause arrest. 

I notified my chief, Ma Deva Barkha, of your advice and told her 
that 1 felt the situation needed immediate attention. Th en I 
phoned you back to let you know that I was going to place □ 
under arrest and transport him to The Dalles County Jail 
to be booked for menacing. At no time during either of these 
conversations did your original advice to me change. 

Therefore, based on your advice that custody arrest was the 
appropriate procedure for this crime, I made the arrest. If 
it were not for your advice, 1 would have issued a Citation to 
Appear. 

When I called you the next morni ng, 1 was shocked by your change 
of attitude about the arrest of | | . Your statement that

I must 
start by saying that I was shocked and disappointed when I learned throuqh 
The Dalles Weekly Reminder that you had dropped the charges against | 

[ This is something that I should have learned directly from you, not 
the press. It is common courtesy between fellow law enforcement officials 
to cooperate and inform each other of decisions that have been made. It is 
absolutely inappropriate that a decision of this kind comes to me through 
the press and not a direct communication from you. 

As our discussion began, you excused yourself by claiming lack of time. 

You said part of this time pressure was because our . communi ty voted against 
the Wasco County budget. I would like to remind you that every American 
has the right to vote whichever way (s)he chooses. I have never told and 
will never tell anyone how they should vote. The way people vote is not 
an excuse for not fulfilling the responsibilities of your office. 

In the end you admitted you should have called and you apologized. I accept 
this apology. 

You did not disagree when I reminded you that it was the Wasco County 
assist ant District Attorney who advised us to do a custody arrest on | | 

|. You said that we should have called you directly. I would like 
to advise you that the officer on duty called the Sheriff's office and 
asked for you. She was immediately contacted by the assistant D.A. If 
you really want to make yourself available to urgent situations as you 
say you do, then I suggest you notify the Sheriff's office to caH you, 
and not your assistant. 

Finally, you told me that you "do not talk to The Dalles Weekly Reminder ."

He found a regular work shoe print with a heavy marked sole, 
and there were wide truck Radial tire tracks just off the 
road where a truck stopped and wires going into the field 
were wrap ped over, t here were also signs where they turned 
arou nd in I I driveway and came back down the hill. 

Then | | went down into Antelope and got the Rajneesh Police 

Force to look at the tracks and etc. And he told them that 
someone with Radio communication had to have done it 
because there are so many blind corners and they would have 
had to have portable radios to the people that were taking 
down the signs , because there were three signs and they were 
all wired t o ste el posts and the Rajneesh Police Force 
agreed with □ that it would have had to be done li ke th at 
but she was sure that it was not the Rajneesh. When □ 
went down into Antelope to get the Rajneesh Police Force 
an d was on his wa y back up the hill he stopped and talked 
to | ~1 and two other men that were working in 

their front yard and asked if they had seen anyone up by 
the signs because they were gone and there were car tracks 
and foot prints in the mud by the s ide of the road and 
they were headed up the hill an d I I I said I (he) was 

going to look for the signs and I I said to check the 
Dump because there has been a lot of the street signs 
found up there. So after talk ing t o the Rajneesh Police 
Force about the missing signs, | | went on up the hill 

to the dump and looked for the missing signs but he could 
not see them and then he saw this old tent that was dry 
and he decided to go down and look under it, as we had a 
lot of rain the last couple days, and he found them under 
the tent and more boards . He dug them out and brought 
them up to his truck one at a time, (There were three of 
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"them) as he was standing on the running board of his truck 
cleaning off his shoes, a car came down into the dump and a 
man .got out and opened up his trunk and took out a garbage 
bag and gave it a toss o ver o n some straw - and started to 

get back in his car when □ told him to put it in the 

dump where it belonged and he said it was compost and I I 
said it was not compost and to put it in the dump where it 
belonged. He went and picked the bag up and put in in the 
dump and then □ left. (at no t ime d id □ leave the 
running board of his truck) Then □□ went home to get the 
fe nce p ost driver and barbed wire t o put the sign s back up, 
as | | was puttin g the signs back. | 1 came by 

to help and later ] | came by to visit 

when they were done. They were all standing on the road 
when the Rajneesh Police Force came by and went on up the 
hill. We got into our cars and trucks and all went home. 

"I went to a Budget committee meeting also a city 
council meeting that night so I didn 't get home until about 
(8:45). When the meetings were over | ~| and 

I went up the hill ab ove town to see what | | was doing and 
I I were just finishing putting the signs 

back up so I dropped | | off and I went on home. 

Sometime between nine and nine thirty there was a knock on 
our front door and I went to answer it and there were four 
Rajneesh Police Force persons, and the lady officer said 
that they came to arrest I I and transport him to The Dalles . 
I said no they were not, that if he had done anything that 
warranted this arrest that we would call the State or County 
police and they would take him in, but he was not going 
with them (at this time I had no idea what they accused him 
of) I just knew that I did not want him to go with them , 
so while I was trying to keep them from coming in - □ 
was trying to get the state police on the phone, and they 
all four kept forcing their way into our house a little at 
a time, a bout t his time I heard one of their hand radio's 
say - (If | | gives you too much inteference just hand 

cuff her and bring her in too) but this really didn't 
not keep me from trying to hold them back as I kept 
telling them that this was my house and they were not going 
to c ome i n but they just pushed on in any way. By the 
time | | got The Dalles Police on the phone, she h ad 

pushed her w ay pa st me and went to the phone where □ was . 

By this time \ | was telling The Dalles Police what was 

going on and The arrest ing o fficer said that she wanted to 
talk to them as soon as | | was done and she told The Dalles 

Police th at th e D. A. in The Dalles gave her t he au thority 
to arrest n and take him to The Dalles, then □ talked to 
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"The Dalles police again and they said it would be best if 
he just came in but to call his lawyer so he would be there 
when he came in. The arresting officer wanted to have □ 
Hand cuffed right away but | Hf said he would like to take 
a quick shower first as he was all wet and muddy from putting 
the signs back up and having to have dug t hem up out of the 
dump but she said no but by this time | | was taking off his 
muddy shoes so she said he could just change his shoes but I 
said he was not going any where until he got some dry clothes 
on,' even if he couldn't take a shower and I went to the 
closet and got him a pants & shirt and brought it to him in 
the kitchen he just took the pants & shirt and walked towards 
the bath room and layed the dry clothes on the foot end of 
the bed and said he was going to get washed up first, as he 
took off his wet coveralls on the way to the bathroom the 
arresting officer wanted his coveralls to be sure he didn't 
have any thing in the pockets. He then headed towards the 
bathroom and she followed him and I said I did not think it 
was necessary for her to go in as there were three R. P. F. 
men there and they could watch him but she just pushed past 
me and went in the bedroom anyway, at this time I went back 
to the phone to t ry an d get a lawyer so he could be there 
when they brought \ Hin. (One of the R. P. F. men watched 
□ in the bathroom and she did stay in the bedroom and at 
one time she got him a pair of shorts out of the dresser 
that he asked for. She was in the bedroom when he came 
out to finish getting dressed. It was at that time that 
she read him his rights and then he got his jacket out of 
the closed and they came back into the Living Room and 
they had him putt, his hands behind his back and they 
hand cuffed him. On the way to the police car one of the 
R. P. F. men said to □ 'You have been shooting off your 
mouth around here, now you are going to get it, you had it 
coming. You deserve it'"
